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Abstract 


The 1914 opening of the Panama Canal served as the theme for two expositions: the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition held in San Francisco in 1915, and the Panama-California (International) Exposition 
held in San Diego in 1915-1916. Elongated coins, first widely introduced as souvenirs at the 1893 World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago, had become a popular feature of expositions, but the details surrounding 
their production have remained enigmatic. Here, using archival documents, I show that the elongated coins 
produced at both 1915-1916 California expositions were the creation of the same man, Joseph Weis, who also 
operated other exposition concessions. These documents also reveal the legal and financial arrangements 
between Weis and exposition organizers. Together, this work contributes new pieces of documentary evidence 


related to early elongated coin production. 


he Panama Canal opened on August 15, 1914 with 

the transit of the cargo ship S.S. Ancon (Figure 1). 
Construction had commenced in 1881 under the 
leadership of French diplomat Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
who had previously led construction of the Suez Canal. 
The effort was plagued by disease and doomed to fail by 
engineering missteps and a lack of understanding of the 
Panamanian climate and hydrology. The French 
construction effort was suspended in 1889. Recognizing 
the strategic benefits of a canal connecting the east and 
west coasts of the United States via a shorter sea route, 
Theodore Roosevelt negotiated purchase of the land 
from France and a treaty with Colombia, which 
controlled Panama. After the Columbian government 
failed to ratify the treaty, the United States Navy 
intervened to secure Panama’s independence, and the 
United States assumed control of the canal effort in 
1904'. Although the canal represented a singular feat of 
engineering and would become an important economic 
and military asset, its opening garnered little fanfare and 
was superseded on newspaper front pages by reports 
from the front lines of World War I’. 


In the United States, the opening of the canal provided a 
convenient theme for an exposition. In the previous two 
decades, expositions held in the cities of Chicago, 
Omaha, Buffalo, St. Louis, Portland, Norfolk, and 
Seattle had attracted tourism, economic development, 
and prestige, and thus plans for a Panama Canal 
exposition had been in progress for several years prior to 
the canal’s completion, with proposals from 
Washington, DC, Boston, New Orleans, San Francisco, 
San Diego, and others. In 1910, the populations of the 
two California cities were very different than today, with 
San Francisco at 416,912 and San Diego at 39,578°.

A city with such a small population as San Diego was 
not viewed as a serious contender to host a major 
international exposition, and New Orleans and San 
Francisco emerged as the primary candidates. Perhaps 
desiring to at least secure California the exposition, the 
leaders of San Diego’s planning effort agreed to support 
San Francisco’s proposal if San Francisco would not 
stand in the way of a smaller, local exposition in San 
Diego. This would become the Panama-California 
Exposition*. Ultimately, congress gave official sanction 
to the San Francisco proposal with a February 11, 1911 
resolution “authorizing the President to invite foreign 
countries to participate in the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition in 1915, at San Francisco, 
Cal.”° 


Panama-Pacific International Exposition 


Although ostensibly intended to celebrate the opening of 
the Panama Canal, the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition (PPIE) was primarily an opportunity to 
demonstrate San Francisco’s recovery from the 
devastating earthquake and subsequent fires of 1906, and 
to attract commerce, investment, and tourism to the 
rebuilding port city®. The site for the exposition was 
Harbor View, on the northern shore of the city (now the 
Marina District)’. Buildings were in the Beaux-Arts 
style, a mainstay of previous expositions, but the PPIE 
innovation was in enveloping the buildings in “luminous 
color’. A mixture of domestic and international exhibits 
displayed innovations in agriculture, food, 


manufacturing, education, art, music, and transportation, 
in addition to some exhibits—such as an 11,000-pound 
cheese wheel—intended more for spectacle than the 
advancement of civilization’. Concessions were located 
on the “Joy Zone” (or simply the “Zone”)'°. By the time 
the exposition closed in December 1915, nearly nineteen 
million people had visited'’.

At least 13 elongated coin varieties were produced at the 
PPIE, catalogued in Yesterday’s Elongateds by Lee 
Martin and Dottie Dow as CAL-PPIE-1 through 10 
(including three minor varieties 1a, 2a, and 8a)'*. Angelo 
Rosato, in Encyclopedia of the Modern Elongated, 
records an additional variety as NPL (not previously 
listed)-158, but the design appears identical to Martin 
and Dow CAL-PPIE-9'*:'>. Eight of the ten major 
varieties depict the Tower of Jewels, which at 435 feet 
tall dwarfed all other buildings; the tower was covered 
with 100,000 cut glass “jewels” and served as the 
centerpiece of the exposition (Figures 2-5). The 
remaining two varieties depict the Liberty Bell, which 
was shipped from Philadelphia to San Francisco for the 
exposition (Figure 6), and the aviator Art Smith, who 
performed at the fair, sometimes with fireworks strapped 
to the back of his plane'® (Figure 7). 


Minutes of the August 9, 1915 meeting of the PCIE 
Committee on Concessions and Admissions contain the 
following entry (see Appendix for complete minutes)'’: 


The application of Joseph Weis, for the sale of 
souvenir pennies with the Tower of Jewels 
stamped thereon, offering flat rate of $20 per 
week, from space in the Tower of Jewels was 
read, discussed and 


It was moved, seconded and _ carried 
unanimously that above application be and is 
hereby accepted and the Chairman authorized to 
enter into contract with Mr. Weis upon the 
above term provided satisfactory arrangements 
were consummated. 


From this entry, we learn that elongated cents'® with a 
Tower of Jewels design were produced by Joseph Weis, 
and that the exposition received a flat fee of $20 per 
week (about $600 per week in 2024 dollars) rather than a 
percentage of sales. Although the exposition opened in 
February, this entry does not appear until August. One 
possibility is that elongated coin sales did not begin until 
this time, but the number of different varieties would 
seem to suggest production over a longer period. 
Another possibility is that elongated coins were sold 
prior to August without official sanction, but such a 
practice would have been difficult to continue in the 
presence of exposition authorities who vigorously sought 
their share of concessions profits’’. 


Two Tower of Jewels varieties include the initials 
“CMJ” at the bottom of the design: CAL-PPIE-1 
(Figure 3) and CAL-PPIE-2. In a 1915 San Francisco 
directory, among approximately a dozen names with the 
initials CMJ, is an entry for a Carl M. Johnson, an 
engraver at 140 Geary Street*®. Although speculative, 
Johnson is a good candidate as the engraver of these two 
elongateds; further, given the substantial similarity in the 
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composition and detail of the Tower of Jewels designs, it 
is plausible that are all the work of the same engraver. 


The Liberty Bell (CAL-PPIE-7, Figure 6) and Art Smith 
(CAL-PPIE-8, Figure 7) elongateds are _ not 
contemplated by the above meeting minutes (they are 
not “souvenir pennies with the Tower of Jewels stamped 
thereon”). The hand-engraved text in the Liberty Bell 
design, however, is similar to that of Tower of Jewels 
designs (compare the appearance of “1915” in Figure 6 
to that in Figure 3), suggesting that this elongated could 
also be the work of the same engraver, and thus also a 
creation of the Weis enterprise. On the other hand, the 
Art Smith elongated uses letter punches (Figure 7) and 
is therefore probably the work of a different engraver. 
This raises the question of whether someone other than 
Weis also produced elongateds at the PPIE; although no 
conclusive references to “coin rolling” appear in lists of 
concessions (see Appendix), there is an entry for a 
concessionaire named “Coin Machine Mfg. Co.” and the 
associated concession listed simply as “Coin.” 7!

Panama-California International Exposition 


Despite the failed attempt to host the exposition in 1915, 
San Diego still hosted an exposition that year. This, the 
Panama-California Exposition, was held in the large 
central park, which was renamed from City Park to 
Balboa Park in honor of the Spanish explorer who 
crossed the Isthmus of Panama in 1513 and became the 
first European to see the Pacific Ocean”. Exposition 
buildings were in the Mission and Pueblo revival styles, 
which were intended to advance a romanticized image of 
California’s Spanish colonial history, a secondary theme 
of the exposition’. By the end of 1915, slightly more 
than two million people had visited the exposition’. 
With financial support from San Diego and Los Angeles 
businesses, the exposition was extended into 1916 and 
rebranded the Panama-California International 
Exposition (PCIE), now with a number of foreign 
exhibits”. 

Concessions and amusements were located in the 
northeast corner of the exposition grounds, an area 
thematically called “The Isthmus” although no bodies of 
water were anywhere in sight. Some concessions were 
maintained from the 1915 exposition, while others 
moved to San Diego from the “Zone” at the PPIE*®. A 
list of concessions on “The Isthmus” in the PCIE guide 
book (Figure 8) includes a shooting gallery, skee ball, 
ferris wheel, roller coaster, motordrome, cigars and 
cigarettes, a cider mill, peanuts and popcorn, salt water 
taffy, the Alhambra Cafeteria, a news stand, an ostrich 
farm, and the Robinson Animal Show; an elongated coin 
concession does not appear~’. 


Two elongated coins from the PCIE are known: Martin 
and Dow cataloged these pieces as CAL-PCIE-1, 
depicting the California Tower building (Figure 9), and 
CAL-PCIE-2, depicting the Spreckels Organ** (Figure 
10).

Joseph Weis was again responsible for the production of 
these elongateds. A contract between the PCIE and 
Weis, who listed San Diego as his place of residence, is 
dated June 26, 1916 (see Appendix for the complete 
contract)*°. It reads in relevant part: 


The Exposition promises and agrees that it will 
and does hereby grant to the Concessionaire a 
concession to be known as Souvenir-Penny 
Machine Concession [...] 


The Exposition grants to the Concessionaire the 
permission and license to occupy the following 
described space in the Exposition grounds for 
the purposes and under the conditions herein set 
forth. Such location on the Plaza de Panama and 
other points within the Exposition Grounds as 
may be satisfactory to the Exposition [...] 


As compensation to the Exposition for the 
foregoing grants and _ privileges, — the 
Concessionaire agrees to pay the Exposition 
Five ($5.00) Dollars per week, payable weekly 
in advance [...] 


The concession herein referred to and to be 
known as Souvenir-Penny Machine Concession 
is more specifically described as follows: 


a. The Concessionaire is granted the privilege of 
operating not to exceed two (2) machines for the 
manufacture, so-called, of souvenirs of the 
Exposition; the operation of said concession to 
be conducted in substantially the following 
manner: The said machines are so constructed 
that they will receive a United States coin of the 
denomination of one penny or a coin of similar 
size, and upon running the same through the 


rollers of said machine, the said coin is 
elongated thereby and upon one side thereof is 
impressed or stamped a representation of the 
Spreckels Organ or of the California Building or 
of a Masonic Emblem, as the case may be; 


b. No United states coin other than a one-cent 
piece shall be so utilized or defaced by said 
machine, and said concession must at all times 
be operated in a manner which does not conflict 
with any federal or state law or any ordinance of 
the City of San Diego [...] 


The Concessionaire agrees to have the building, 
or booth, herein provided for, completely 
finished and the business contemplated herein 
ready for operation not later than June 29th, 
1916 and that said concession shall be in full 
operation as herein described and open to the 
public on or before June 30th, 1916, and each 
day thereafter during the year 1916 on which 
said Exposition is in operation. 


The descriptions of two designs (Spreckels Organ and 
California Building) match precisely to the known 
pieces. Numerous early elongateds with Masonic 
emblems exist (Martin and Dow SOCm.o-1 through 20), 
but none appear to match the engraving style of the 
PCIE pieces. It is therefore doubtful this design was 
ultimately produced. From the above we also learn that 
the exposition’s fee was $5 per week (about $150 in 
2024 dollars), less than the $20 per week fee at the PPIE, 
and that the operation did not commence until about 
mid-year. There is also a contractual prohibition against 
elongating United States coins other than cents, perhaps 
due to the conception that such practice was illegal*’. 


Notably, a partial imprint of an unknown design appears 
on the reverse of the California Building elongated 
(Figure 9). The size and spacing of border dots in this 
partial imprint are distinct from those of the PCIE 
designs, but similar to those of CAL-PPIE-2a and CAL- 
PPIE-7 (Figure 6). This suggests that Weis may have 
reused a PPIE die as a reverse die (anvil) at the PCIE. 
The engraver of the PCIE designs is unknown. 


Joseph Weis held two additional concession contracts 
for the operation of burlesque shows, the content of 
which landed Weis in some legal trouble **. These 
contracts predate the above contract by 5 months and list 
Weis as a resident of Los Angeles. A 1916 Los Angeles 
directory lists a Joseph Weis as a peddler™, but attempts 
to develop further conclusive biographic information on 
Weis have not been successful**. A 1916 San Diego 
directory lists Joseph Weis as “concession” with a 
location of “15 Isthmus Pan Cal Intl Expo” and a 
residence at 227 B Street, the location of the Hotel 
Empress *°. Thus, it appears Weis moved to San 
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Francisco and then San Diego to operate concessions at 
the PPIE and PCIE, and only after several months 
operating shows at the PCIE did he begin producing 
elongated coins, despite his experience in elongated coin 
production at the PPIE*’. 


A list of concessions contracts from the PCIE archive 
includes an entry for Joseph Weiss (both spellings are 
used variably) that reads “Souvenir-Penny Machine 
Concession [...] operation of machine to stamp pennies 
with Exposition sign.” An additional entry under the 
name W.F. Henning reads “authorization to operate 
penny machines.”** In a November 21, 1916 letter to 
Henning, B.W. Lee, Superintendent of Concessions and 
Admissions, writes (see Appendix for complete 
facsimile)*”: 


Dear Sir: 


Regarding the operation of penny machines, this 
letter will be your authority to retain as your 
commission for this operation a sum equal to 
twenty-five (25%) percent of your gross 
receipts. 


You will, of course, be subject to all of the rules 
and regulations of the Exposition, and any and 
all special rulings which may be made by the 
Division of Concessions covering your operation 
hereunder. 


Although the term “souvenir” is omitted, it is possible 
these references are to elongated penny machines, and 
that the enterprise was sold by Weis to Henning in the 
waning days of the PCIE. 


Conclusions 


Through examination of documents in the 1915 PPIE 
and 1916 PCIE archives, this work identifies new 
documentary evidence related to the elongated coins 
produced at these expositions. 


Absent from the examined archival materials are 
financial statements showing the gross income from 
these souvenir penny machine concessions, probably 
because the expositions received a flat fee rather than a 
percentage of sales. We also lack documentation of the 
sale price of each elongated coin. Such information 
would permit an estimate of the total mintage, and thus 
rarity, of these elongateds. We can anecdotally say that 
based on historical prices “’ and the Numismatic 
Guaranty Corporation certification census*', the PCIE 
pieces seem scarcer than the PPIE pieces. This is 
consistent with the approximately ten-fold difference in 
total attendance between the two fairs. 


Finally, this work adds the name Joseph Weis to the 
small list of known early elongated coin producers. On 
that list, the best-known name is Charles F. Damm, a 


Buffalo jeweler whose productions included the 1901 
Pan-American Exposition and 1904 Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition pieces’. Previous writers have noted that a 
jeweler’s specialized knowledge and skills related to 
rolling mills and engraving would have been enabling 
for Damm’s elongated coin enterprise**. It is clear Weis 
was not in this mold; rather, he was a generalist 
concessionaire who nonetheless was able to successfully 
coordinate production and sale of elongated coins at two 
expositions.

1. The foregoing application is an offer which may be accepted by the Exposition Company at any time before notice to it in writing of its 
withdrawal. It is subject to all of these conditions. It confers no rights upon the applicant and in no way binds the Exposition Company prior 
to notification of its acceptance. Notification of acceptance shall be given in writing, and may be given personally, or by mailing in San 
Francisco, postage prepaid, enclosed in an envelope addressed to the applicant at the San Francisco address given in application. Notification by 
mailing shall be complete twenty-four hours after mailing. Acceptance confers no rights upon the applicant unless the applicant shall keep and 
perform all of the further conditions hereof. 


2. The applicant warrants the truth of all representations made in the foregoing application, and admits that each of them is material, and 
made with the intention that it shall be relied upon by the Exposition Company. Acceptance of the offer binds the applicant to make, do and 
perform each and every of the things therein offered, in accordance with these conditions. Unless the said offer shall be withdrawn prior to its 
acceptance the applicant, from the date of the application until the official closing of the Exposition, will not, without the written consent of 
the Exposition Company, in the State of California, outside of the grounds of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition, construct, install, equip 
or operate any similar concession, or amusement device, nor exhibit nor show the whole or any feature or reproduction of said concession. 


3. At any time before the withdrawal of the offer made in the application, or after its acceptance and before the commencement of actual 
construction of the booths, buildings or other structures therefor, the applicant on request will submit to the Exposition Company, without cost to it 
sketches, plans and models of any proposed building or other structure, and of all mechanical devices proposed to be used in connection with such 
concession, with estimates of cost thereof, showing proposed coloring and lettering, safety devices, fire risks, and character and estimated quantities 
of power, water, gas, steam, electricity and other general service required, all with such detail as may be required by the Exposition Company, and 
all of such plans and estimates when submitted shall be deemed and in all things considered as a part of the original application. 


4, Within five days after notification of the acceptance of the applicant's offer he shall pay to and deposit with the Exposition Company all 
sums of money to be paid or deposited under the terms of said application at the time of the granting of the concession, and shall at the same time 
deliver to the Exposition Company a duly executed surety bond, issued by a surety company approved by the Exposition Company in the amount 
stated in said application which said bond shall be to and in the form prescribed by the Exposition Company, and shall be conditioned upon the 
faithful performance and observance by the Concessionaire of all of the covenants of the application, of these conditions and the terms of the 
License to be issued to the Concessionaire, whether said conditions and covenants be expressed or implied. Said bond shall particularly provide 
further (1) that in consideration of its acceptance it shall be held to be a part of the entire contract between the Exposition Company and the 
Concessionaire, (2) that if for its protection the Exposition Company shall require an additional bond in a sum not in excess of the penal sum named 
in the original bond, the Concessionaire shall furnish the same within ten days after notification so to do, and default in that particular shall be 
deemed a breach of the contract, (3) that the bond shall inure to the benefit of all persons claiming by, through, under or against the Exposition

5. Upon the acceptance and approval of said bond and the payment and deposit of said sums within the time fixed therefor, the Exposition 
Company will issue to the Concessionaire a License for the Concession, which License together with said bond, these conditions and the application 
shall evidence the entire contract on the part of the Exposition Company with the Concessionaire. The provisions thereof shall be strictly con- 
strued in favor of the Exposition Company, and a breach of any of the conditions of said contract on the part of the Concessionaire shall entitle 
the Exposition Company at its option to revoke said License and take over or discontinue the operation of said concession. Said contract shall not 
entitle the Concessionaire to have or receive power, gas, electricity, steam, compressed air, heat, light, water or other service, nor supplies, merchan- 
dise or commodities of any nature or description. 


6. No oral statement or representation made by any officer or agent of the Exposition Company, and no advertisement or written statement 
or promise in conflict with any of these conditions except by express authorization of its Board of Directors shall be considered as binding the Ex- 
position Company. Its purpose is to open the Exposition on February 20, 1915, and to close it on December 4, 1915, and between those dates 
to keep its gates open during such hours and on such days as its Board of Directors may from time to time determine, but it expressly reserves the 
right to postpone the day of opening, to change the day of closing, and to close the gates of the Exposition, or close any division, department, 
section ‘or portion thereof at any time or for any period. It does not warrant to the applicant and makes no guaranty or representation that said 
Exposition will be or remain open in whole or in part at or during any particular time, nor that at any time there will be facilities for supply- 
ing, nor that there will be supplied, with or without payment therefor, power, gas, electricity, steam, compressed air, heat, light, water or other 
service, nor supplies, merchandise or commodities of any nature or description. ‘The Exposition Company shall in no event be held liable for injury, 
damages or loss sustained by the Concessionaire, occasioned by, or directly or indirectly attributable to, any act or omission of the Concessionaire 
or any of his agents, servants, employees or patrons, or caused by the negligence, wantonness or malice of any person or persons not at that time 
under the control of the Exposition Company, or by any person in its employ acting outside of his duties or in conflict therewith, or from fire 
originating in the Concession structures, or outside thereof and communicating thereto, or the bursting of any pipe or main, or by or from water 
from any source, or the acts of rioters or the public enemy, or from any other cause beyond the control of the Exposition Company. 


7. At any time after the issuance of the said License the Concessionaire, at his own cost, shall apply through the legal department of the 
Exposition Company for such patents and copyrights and register such trade marks as he may be advised by the Exposition Company may be 
granted or registered for the protection of his concession, or any part or parts thereof, and coincident with any such application shall assign the 
same to the Exposition Company for its security until the official closing of the Exposition, when the same shall be reassigned to the Conces- 
sionaire. If the Concessionaire shall use in or about the construction, installation, equipment or operation of said concession any patented or 
copyrighted device, he shall before using the same procure the lawful right to use the same. 


8. In the construction, installation, equipment and operation of the concession, all laws of the United States, the State of California, the 
ordinances of the City and County of San Francisco, the regulations and orders of the health, police and fire departments, the rules and regula- 
tions, rulings and orders of the Exposition Company and its Division of Concessions and Admissions as the same have been or may hereafter 
be promulgated, shall be obeyed by the Concessionaire and all persons in interest with him. 


9. At such time and place, in such manner and with such materials as the Exposition Company may direct, the Concessionaire, at his own 
cost, will commence the erection, installation and equipment of such buildings and structures as may be necessary for the concession, and shall 
similarly commence the preparation of any ground ér floor space for the maintenance and operation of said concession, and shall similarly com- 
mence the stocking with merchandise any selling concession, and shall thereafter, when and as directed by the Exposition Company, fully complete 
such erection, construction, preparation, installation, equipment and stocking at or before the time to be set by and to the satisfaction of the Exposi- 
tion Company. Thereafter at all times the Concessionaire shall maintain his buildings, structures, stock and equipment to the standard of quality 
and amount as required by the Exposition Company, and shall in all things advertise and operate said concession in a modern and businesslike manner 
and to the satisfaction of the Exposition Company. It may require the Concessionaire and his employees to take part in parades in or out of the 
Exposition grounds, and it may require attendants and employees of the Concessionaire to wear prescribed or approved uniforms, badges or other 
distinguishing marks. It may require the discharge and exclusion from the Exposition grounds of any employee of the Concessionaire whose appear- 
ance, language or acts are by it determined to be detrimental to the welfare of the Exposition. All stock sold shall be clean and attractive in 
appearance, and if the Concession is for articles intended for human consumption the same shall be pure, wholesome, neatly served and in the best 
condition in which articles of similar nature are elsewhere served or sold. In the operation of the Concession, whether it be for sales or exhibitions, 
the utmost care shall be exercised by the Concessionaire for the safety and convenience of the public. Exhibitions and exhibition features shall 
not be curtailed nor permitted to deteriorate in any particular. Exhibitions must be given, and all booths and selling agencies must be open and 
ready for business and must be closed promptly at such hours as the Exposition Company may direct. It reserves the right to fix all prices and 
fees charged by the Concessionaire to assure the best returns and to Prevent overcharges. No nostrums or articles deleterious to health, offensive 
to the senses, against good morals, or in violation of any law, ordinance, police or health regulation, or rule, regulation or ruling of the Exposition 
Company, shall be sold, offered for sale or exhibited, nor shall said Concession be operated in any way which the Exposition Company shall 
determine to be offensive to good taste or the moral sense, or to interfere with the business, comfort, safety or convenience of other concessionaires, 
exhibitors, or visitors to the Exposition. 


10. For its security the Exposition Company, under such regulations as its Board of Directors from time to time may make or approve, shall 
have the right to appoint such inspectors as it may elect to inspect the buildings, structures, stock, service, machinery, mechanical devices, electric 
appliances and exhibitions of the Concession, and cashiers, ticket sellers and ticket takers, to receive and account for any portion or all of the 
gross income derived from the operation of said Concession; and it may require the Concessionaire to install or use cash registers, turnstiles, ticket 
choppers, duplicate tag devices, tickets or tags, and to keep such books and accounts all in such form as it may direct. In the event that the Exposi- 
tion Company, under the terms hereof, elects to appoint cashiers to take all of the gross income of the Concessionaire, or to appoint ticket sellers, 
ticket takers or inspectors as herein provided, the Concessionaire shall pay the actual cost thereof to the Exposition Company. It may require the 


Concessionaire to make such accountings and settlements with it in such manner, upon such vouchers and at such times as it may from time to time 
direct. If the Exposition Company, through its cashiers, receives all of the gross income of the Concessionaire in the operation of the Concession, 
it shall keep a special account thereof, which at all reasonable times shall be open to the inspection of the Concessionaire or his duly authorized 
representative, and it shall account to and settle with the Concessionaire thereupon, daily or at such other times as it may from time to time deter- 
mine, provided that such settlements shall be made at least once each week. On any such settlement the Exposition Company may deduct from 
the amount which would otherwise be payable to the Concessionaire all sums which may be due it from the Concessionaire and such further amount 
as it may determine to be necessary or reasonable to protect it against the claims of any and all persons for any act or omission of the Concession- 
aire. The balance of the gross income shall be paid to the Concessionaire, or to his order. If privilege of sales is given to the Concessionaire the 
Exposition Company may require him to use a specified form of bag, wrapper or carton, to be issued by the Exposition Company, and may require 
the Concessionaire to deposit, upon any such issue, a sufficient sum of money to cover the entire retail selling price of the article to be sold in such 
bags, wrappers or cartons. Should the business of the Concessionaire be such as to require the use of tickets for any purpose the Exposition Com- 
pany may require the purchase by the Concessionaire and the use in such business of tickets of its design, numbered and audited by it, or to make 
a deposit therefor, of such sums and at such price as will assure it of the receipt of the gross income of the business, subject to the right of the 
Concessionaire to the settlements and payments for which provision is herein made. It may, by regulation, adopt any other means than as herein 
set forth designed to protect it as against any default of the Concessionaire. The Concessionaire shall make no sales or exhibitions except in the 
manner and upon the vouchers and payments required by the Exposition Company. For the further security of the Exposition Company, the 
Concessionaire shall, at his own cost, procure and transfer to the Exposition Company such policies of fire and accident insurance as the Exposi- 
tion Company may require. All the requirements which may be made or changed at any time by the Exposition Company in regard to the 
collection of income or settlement of accounts or the holding of moneys due to, or collection of moneys due from, the Concessionaire, shall be 
determined by the Exposition Company, or, in any particular instance the same may be determined by supplemental agreement approved by its 
Board of Directors or made under its authority. 


Il. No waste, destruction of, or injury to the property of the Exposition Company will be permitted. The Concessionaire shall in no case 
be permitted to erect upon or in any manner use or trespass on a strip of land one foot in width and extending along the inside of the exterior 
fence of the Exposition grounds between gates, nor to alter, destroy, or attach anything to, or cut, or remove anything from the exterior fence 
of the Exposition grounds. Neither the Concessionaire, his employees nor patrons shall at any time enter or leave the Exposition grounds except 
by such gates or through such turnstiles as may be designated therefor by the Exposition Company. 


12. The Concessionaire is not and. shall not be the agent of the Exposition Company, ‘nor authorized by it to make any representation or 
promise or contract binding upon it. The Exposition Company is not and shall not be the agent of the Concessionaire. Notwithstanding any 
agreement between the Exposition Company and the Concessionaire whereby a percentage of profits or income shall be paid to or retained by the 
Exposition Company, the same shall at all times be deemed and considered as a measure of compensation only, and there is not and shall be no 
partnership between the Exposition Company and the Concessionaire. No officer, agent or employee of the Exposition Company shall be interested 
in the concession or personally receive from the Concessionaire any money or benefits without the express authorization of the Board of Directors 
of the Exposition Company. 


13. The officers and directors of the Exposition Company and such heads of Divisions and Departments thereof and such other agents and 
inspectors of the Exposition Company as may be designated by it, shall at all reasonable times have access to any booth, tent, building, room or 
place occupied by the Concessionaire or others acting under his permission and shall have free admission to any exhibition given by the Conces- 
sionaire. ‘The Exposition Company may also require free admission or exhibitions to be given to such distinguished visitors to the Exposition and 
such representatives of the Press and others as it may designate. 


14. The Concessionaire shall promptly pay to all persons, firms and corporations, including the Exposition Company, for power, gas, elec- 
tricity, steam, compressed air, heat, light, water, or other service, wages materials, supplies, merchandise and commodities furnished to the Con- 
cessionaire, or used in connection with the construction, installation, equipment, stocking or operation thereof, and all damages to persons or property 
due to any negligence, wantonness or malice of the Concessionaire or any person in his employ or acting in his interest or under his direction. In 
case of default herein the Exposition Company, at its option may pay on account of the Concessionaire the amount, or any part, of any claim 
or claims against the Concessionaire, and its payment thereof shall establish between it and the Concessionaire the correctness of the amount and 
the legal liability of the Concessionaire therefor, and the Concessionaire shall thereby be and become obligated to repay to the Exposition Company 
the amount of any such payment, at the date thereof, together with interest thereon at the legal rate from the date thereof until the same shall 
have been fully repaid, together with all costs incurred and a reasonable attorneys fee to be fixed by the Court in the event of suit in the collection 


thereof. 


15. The Concessionaire shall at all times save the Exposition Company free and harmless of and from each and every claim and demand 
of whatsoever nature made or to be made by or on behalf of any person or persons for any act or omission on the part of the Concessionaire or 
any persons or persons acting in his behalf or under his employ or direction and from all Joss and damage of every nature and description by reason 
of any such act or omission. 


16. The Exposition Company will provide by such means as its Board of Directors may determine, or approve, for the free admission to the 
Exposition grounds of the Concessionaire and his servants and employees and the admission of teams and persons engaged in delivering material and 
supplies. It expressly reserves the right to designate hours, gates of entrance and exit for all such purposes, and to prescribe the rules and regula- 
tions under which passes shall be honored, and to take such means as may appear to be best suited to prevent the abuse of pass privileges. It may 
eee cancel any pass or pass privilege, and may eject or exclude from the Exposition grounds any person who violates any of its rules or 
regulations. 


17. Courtesy to the patrons of the Exposition, to concessionaires, exhibitors, and to all officers, agents and employees of the Exposition Com- 
pany will be required at all times. The Concessionaire and all persons in his employ will at all times be required to give prompt obedience to the 
orders of the Exposition Company and its authorized representatives in regard to the construction, installation, equipment and operation of the 
concession, and in regard to the exercise of the privileges of the Exposition grounds. If the Concessionaire is injured or aggrieved by any direction, 
ruling or act of any representative of the Exposition Company or any other concessionaire or exhibitor he shall make a statement thereof in writ- 
ing, within twenty-four hours, to the Division of Concessions and Admissions of the Exposition Company, otherwise the same will be deemed to 
have been waived. The ruling of the Division of Concession and Admissions shall be final and conclusive unless the same shall thereafter be re- 
voked or set aside by the Board of Directors or the final judgment of a Court of competent jurisdiction. Application to the Division of Conces- 
sions and Admissions, and its action upon any complaint on the part of the Concessionaire or any person in interest with him, or its refusal to act 
thereon, shall be a prerequisite to any relief being granted by any other officer or department of the Exposition Company, and an appeal from its 
decision to the Board of Directors and its action or refusal to act thereon shall be a condition precedent to the bringing of any action or suit 
against the Exposition Company by the Concessionaire or any person claiming by, through or under him. 


18. Upon the breach of any of these conditions, or of any covenant contained in the application, bond or license of the Concessionaire, the 
Exposition Company may, at its option, revoke said License and may exclude the Concessionaire and all persons claiming under him from the 
Exposition grounds. In such event all money then in the possession of the Exposition Company which otherwise would have been due to the Conces- 
sionaire, and all buildings, structures, equipment, merchandise and personal property of every nature belonging to the Concessionaire and located upon 
the Exposition grounds, may be retained by the Exposition Company, and the value thereof at the time of said breach shall be applied to any 
indebtedness of the Concessionaire to the Exposition Company and to the satisfaction of any damages it may suffer by reason of such breach, and 
to the satisfaction in whole or in part of the claims of other persons against the Concessionaire. ‘Title to all of said property, subject only to 
the duty of the Exposition Company to account for the value thereof, shall vest in it as of the date of such breach, and the same is assigned and 
transferred to the Exposition Company by the signature of the Concessionaire to the application. Upon taking over such property the Exposition 
Company shall make an inventory thereof and shall appraise the same, and, thereafter it may use or dispose of the same in such manner, for 
such prices, and to such persons as the Exposition Company may designate. The provisions hereof are cumulative only, and in no way affect 
any other right at law or in equity which the Exposition Company may have or assert against the Concessionaire upon the breach of the contract. 


19. Upon the faithful performance of all of these conditions and of the covenants of said application, bond and license, and of any supple- 
mentary contract between the parties hereto, as soon as may be after the official closing of the Exposition, the Exposition Company and the Con-
